CITY HOME RULE. 

There is always a presumption in 
favor of. any proposal to remedy de- 
fects in old institutions. Undeniably 
there are crudenesses and imperfec- 
tions in American city governments, 
including those of this State. New 
York is‘ far from the first to seek to 
improve ‘city laws, and may well take 
notice: that in all the dozen: Statics 
which haye made the attempt’ now 
urged upop New York. difficulties 
have’ developed at the threshold, The 
chief stumbling block is’ the: relation 
between city and State. It is light- 
heartedly promised that this is to be 
remedied in New York. Certainly no 
one would object. Yet in many States 
the attempts to do the same thing 
have gone to the courts for amplifica- 
tion and interpretation, due to impér- 
fect performance of the work of re- 
form, 

Every body is in PB of the prinef- 
ple, the difficulty is in the application. 
New York will not be exempt from 
that impediment to reform forthwith, 
It is as difficult to’pick out the right 
sort of home rule as to pick out. the 
right ‘officials to administer it ‘If, 
the officials are well chosen it might 
be that even the present system would 
work less badly.

Caution is suggested, nothing more, 
There is nothing in the. present char- 


having good government. There are 
some existing limitations upon bad 
government. The removal of the 
limitations is-not the same thing as 
guaranteeing .good government. It 
rather increases the duties of citizens, 
who have not shown themselves pre- 
eminently wise or virtuous in the dis- 
charge .of their present obligations. 
The failure “of City Government is 
rather the failure of the citizenry than 
the failure of the institution, If the 
electorate ‘were wiser there would be 
better Government of both State and 
city under existing institutions. It is 
awkward to be compelled to go to the 
State for authority to perform a per- 
fectly .well intentioned and doubtless 
admirable ‘act, but it is better than 
to have freedom to commit foolish- 
nesses or worse, ‘and the latter, class 
of cases is the. larger.

AEROPLANE SERVICE. . 

In this period of the world's history 
the. aeroplane is almost as éssential to 
the defense of the nation as the subs, 
marine, the fast cruiser, and the coast, 
battery. The United States Navy has 
only three aeroplanes in commission, 
and the army is not much better ‘sup- 
plied.. Yet in modern warfare the 
strongest navy would be placed at 
great disadvantage without the assist- 
ance of aerial scouts, coast defenses 
would’ be less effective, and an army. 
in the field would be practically at the 
mercy of a force-inferior in numbers 
but supplied with modern equipment. 
The National Guard, which, as;General 
Woop said the other day, belongs to 
the first line of our land defense, has 
no aeroplanes. The Naval Militia has 
none. There are no aeronautical cen- 
tres for the army and navy. The Aero 
Club of America, which has headquar- 

ters in this city, in view of tH® gravity 
of the situation, makes a direct appeal 
to the American people “to start a 
“ public aeronautical subscription simi- 
“Jar to the French and German sub- 
“ scriptions of 1912-13; to raise funds 
“with which to develop aviators, ac- 
“quire a squadron of aeroplanes for 
“the National Guard and the Naval 
“ Militia of each State, and to get 100 
“aeroplanes for the mail-carrying. 
“service. to inaccéssible. places—the 
“aero mail carriers to form a reserve 
“of trained aviators for military serv- 
“ice in case of need.” 

The French and German subscrip; 
tions were very. successful, and re- 
sulted in an appreciable increase 
in the efficiency of the military aero- 
plane service. of both countries. The 
Governments of both those coun- 
tries, however, have been alive to the 
usefulness of the aeroplane. since the 
heavier-than-air flying machine was 
invented. The popular subscriptions 
supplemented the work they were do- 
ing. The best effofts of the Aero 
Club can do nothing more than that.in 
this country; the Government must 
go to work practically on its own ac- 
count to secure an air scout. service. 
The appropriation of $1,300,000 to. this 
end by the last Congress is but a 
small beginning.. The. club, however, 
announces that it is now working in 
| co-operation. with all: the departments 
of. the Federal Government interested 
in “aeroplane servieé, ‘as well as*‘the 
State Governments and various .in- 
fluential public bodies and institutions. 
Its plan is worthy: of serious consid- 
eration and should be helpful in the 
work of strengthening our national de- 
fense. .

At the Ehrich Galleries a very inter- 
esting collection of Byzantine paint; 
ings, carvings, embroideries; &c,, col- 


jlected. b¥* Halvor Baggé during tiany 


years spent in Gréece assisting in arch- 
aeological excavations of Knossos, 
Delhi, and Sparta is now on exhibition: 
Mr. Bagge made a special study of 
icons, ‘or ‘picturés used. in’ churches, 
monasteries, and private homes with 
religious ‘purpose, but he makes no def- 
inite claims for his own examples. in 
/»matter of date. He maintains that those 
pieces are oldest in which Greek influ- 
ence appears,:and the later ones natu- 
rally show traces of Italian and Renais- 
sance feeling. -The value/of the collec- 
tion rests upon its:aesthetic quality, 
having been brought together with spe- 
cial reference to beauty of color and 
dignity of design. In many instances 
both qualities are conspicuous. A “ Lam- 
entation Over the Body of Chirst”’ 
shows traces of wild passion united to 
a design of architectonic character, a 
combination that. El Greco would have 
understood. All through the collection 
one.gets hints of the sharply interrupt- 
ed rhythms and peaked structures found

In a number of the Madonnas the 
type is, however, bland, stolid, and 
solemn. An interesting panel has for 
its subject “ Christ Enthroned,” with 
the Assembly of the Christian. Church 
ranged about in concentric circles.

Zivana Samowrovitch, age 27: Yveta Sa- 
mowrovitch, age 3 years,-and boy, not yet 
baptized, age 3 days, ghut ‘up in house. and 
burned alive. . 

Nedeljiza Village: Aniza Jesditch, age 35, 
eyes gouged out and killed; Micosava Vasili- 
-Jevitch, age 21, violated, cut open, and mur. 
dered. 

Multiply these: things ‘by several hun- 
dred and you get two August days’ 
work of the Austro-Hungarian Army 
last year... These facts do not remind 
me, any more than the facts re- 
lated in the Bryce report. remind me, 
either of Sherman's soldiers or of your 
college students and militiamen. 1 
am sorry I cantiot at this time stay to 
make @ more profound study of Ameri- 
can institutions and social customs, but 
I-am compelled to return tomorrow ‘to 
England, ‘with .much gratitude for the 
kindness I have. received over here, 
which has perhaps blinded. me ‘to the 
dark spots in your national character 
perceived by fessor. Henderson. As 
I-am_ departi I incloge to you thé 
report on the atrocities in Serbia, based 
on the first-hand ‘evidence of Dr. Arius 
Van Tienhoven of The Hague, Holland, 
and Jules Schmidt, Swiss . engineer, 
And I further’ refer you to‘ the ‘article 
by, Dr. Reiss of Lausonne University, 
in the Revue de Paris, April. 1, 1915, 
The evidence is particularly full,’ ‘be- 
cause the Austrians were driven out of 
the. scénes: of these atrocities a‘ day or 
two after ‘they had committed them’ and 
the dead bodies end charred. remains of 
the women and ‘children were ‘photo- 
graphed.

CHINAWARE PRICES. 


Trying to Fix a Standard for Wares 
Coming from Germany. 


Judge Hay of the Board of General 
Appraisers gave a hearing yesterday to 
importers of. German chinaware, who 
are contesting the Government's actidn 
in. not reeognizing as correct for duiti- 
able purposes prices and discounts ap- 
pearing on invoices. A score or more of 
jobbers were represented at yesterday's 
hearing by ex-Judge Sharretts, ‘ theit 
counsel. It appears that a German syn- 
dicate composed of manufacturers fixes 
the prices of goods sold abroad, 
also specifies the rate of discount to be 
allowed, purchasers... 

The Government, in passing importa- 
tions of chinaware, has refused ‘to ac- 
cept the invoiced values and discounts 
and has been making advances ‘and dis- 
allowances. calling for higher duty. rates. 
After the taking of some testimony yes- 
terday, Judge Hay adjourned the hear- 
ing-in order that the protestants might 
have.an opportunity to confer regard- 
ing the terms of a deposition .to be taken 
at..the headquarters of the syndicate 
in’*“Germany.: The importers will ac- 
cordingly «meet at the rooms of the 
Crockery Board of Trade on Tuesday 
to consider the line of inquiry to be 
followed abroad.

/Father Was Able to Send Two | 
eo Youths to College. 


MFhere is a lawyer in this town who 
life as the son of a small mer- 
-. He has been very successful and 
..mow rated as worth more than a 
Thillion dollars; He has two’ sons, “and 
‘these promised as they grew up to be a 
+. bigger problem than the management-of 
» his riches. They were sent to. fashion- 
“able schools-in this ‘city; and the father, 
who had not lost the simplicity of his 
@arly life, was awakened by a remark 
trom. one of them to the fact that he 
“had in his home a’ promising pair of 
-Bmobs. He-had read ‘“‘ Captains Courage- 
‘ous”’ and he didn’t care to have any 
) precocious pests in his family. Here. is 
his account of how he solved the prob- 
tem: 


“<I spent two or three days in earnest 
thought after Herbert had shown me 
‘Mat his head was full of a lot of false 

_ Standards of life, and in the course of 

: my: meditation I said to my wife, ‘ This 
tomes of you not letting me send the 
boys toa public school.’ The time for 
“that Reng gone by. though, and my job 

. Was to find something to take the place 
of the schooner ‘ We're Here,’ on which 
Kipling’s boy snob was broken. - At last 
I had an inspiration. 


Apprenticed to a Carpenter. 


“Not far from our house was the 
Yard and shop of a carpenter and build- 
@r, who had done considerable work for 
me. He was a rugged type of Welsh- 
Man, honest as the day, and with a 
firm mouth that.showed he could not be 
trifled with. To hix.shop I went anda 
to nim: i -bared my troubles... I asked 
him: if he would. not take’ my boys as 
@pprentices and treat them exactly. as 
he would any other boys in that place. 
I told him he would find them hard to 
manage at first, and with no idea, of 
What discipline really meant. I offered 
him ample pay for his trouble, but on 
the distinct understanding that the boys 
Were. not to be told about it, and that 
he was to pay them the regular wages 
@ue to their jobs. It was about the ist 

f June when we made our Urrange- 
ments, and the school which my sons 
@tten@ed- was to close in ten days or so. 

“When I got home that night I found 
the family full of plans for the Summer. 
Archie this was going to Bar Harbor, 
and. Percy that was to have a crowd of 
his schoolmates for a houseboat party 
on the Sound. All very sophisticated and 
Uunwholesome. When they had all talked 
themselves out I said: 


The Boys Disillusionised. 


“Do you boys want to’ know what 
you are really going to do this Sum- 
Mer?’”’ 

"Fes, 

** Well, 
here in town with me and work,’ 
plied. 

““There was a moment's silence of in- 
eredulty and then a storm of protests 
that would have overwhelmed any one 
but a lawyer accustomed to carrying 
his point against. opposition. I stood 
My ground both then and when my 
Wife got ie alone, and neither blandish- 
Ments nor tears nor bitter Seve ger 
uWined ‘me -one:ineh fron what I had 

mined upon. The day after school 
y two sons went with me to they 
ss elshman’s. 

“For the first week. or so life was tn- 
pleasant for me at home. My wife ob- 
jected’ to the fact that the boys’ hands 
Were getting calloused anti that their 
nails were of necessity stubby and 
somewhat grimy notwithstanding the 
eareful ministrations of the French 
maid. Then strange oaths began. to 
Make themselves heard and some mod- 
érn.-instances that were not for polite 
ears. But still I had faith in my Welsh- 

~man. ‘Then the weather grew warm 
and my wife was compelled to depart 
with = my little daughter to the seashore. 
This left my sons to me alone, and I 
prepared for the second part of my 
experiment. 

“Fishing” on the Roof. 

*** Boys,’ I said, ‘did it ever occur to 
you that you don't have to go-to the 
seashore to~-fish? . Do you realize that 
there are any number of boys in_ this 
town who can’t afford to go to a trout 


Stream or a bass pitch? Come with me 
and I'll show you what they do.’ 

“We went to the roof, and I carried 
with mea good, stout rod. There we 
made casts until the boys had become 
quite_expert. After that we used to go 
te the street and hold casting competi- 
tions at a mark on the opposite side- 
walk, much to the amusement of our 
heighbors. But the boys enjoyed it im- 
mensely, and so did I. 

“J have never won & case that made 
Me so- proud as my son Herbert’s an- 
houncement that he had been detailed 
to help a reguiar carpenter on a scaf- 
fold job. A cornice was to be repaired, 
and I was. fully informed of all the 
technical details of the work. The boys 
by this time were eating like horses and 
Bleeping like hibernating bears. They had 

un to see the value of work, and 
the change in their bearing and attitude 
toward life was most marked. They 
scarcely ever referred to their old com- 
panions. Their new ones were so. much 
more interesting. Then they joined a 
local ball nine peekoue one of the other 
apprentices was Captain. 


Made Men .of Them. 


“They had two fights that Summer 
With other street boys, and I imagine 
from what they said they got well 
licked. When their mother got. home 
in the Fall she was startled at first by 
the change in her sons. Their voices 
were ‘strong and their carriage had 
something of a swagger, but she was 
not long in seeing the great improve- 
ment that lay underneath. The boys 
have put in two Summers with that 
Welshman now, and, thanks to hifi, 
when they go to college next. Fall théy 
Will go with the wholesome knowledge 
of the world that belongs to an Amer- 
Sean ‘boy, and not with thé mordaunt, 
Diasé point of view that is imparted by 
‘so many of our so-called training 
schools.”’

cinnati, Pittsburgh, Wheeling, | Ports- 
mouth, Louisville, and Paducah Were se- 
lected as the centres from which to pur, 
sue the study. The work embraces the 
study of the extent, character, and pop- 
ulation of the watershed of the Ohio, 
the amount and character of sewage 
discharged, the effect of the sewage 0i: 
the, river and of the river on sewage, 
and a complete survey of the stream 
and its various branches.. Samples otf 
water are collécted daily and submitted 
to bacteriologic, biologic, and chemical 
examination. 

In the same way an exhaustive study 
of the Potomac River has been planned. 
In addition to the: problems. presented 
by the Ohio there is the relation of 
shall-fish beds. to other. conditions of 
the ‘river. .-A similar question is. in- 
volyed in a> study of the coastal’ waters 
of. Chesapeake Bay ‘and its. estuariés, 
the gulf and its estuaries, and the Mis- 
sissippi Sound. 

‘All the questions involved in the 
sanitary. survey of navigable ..waters,’ 
says the Journal of the American Med- 
ical Association, ‘‘are of immense in- 
terest to the public health, not only to 
the communities most directly affected, 
but’ also to the whole nation.’

Supervision of Detail, He Maintains, 
Requires Training as Thorough 
as a Professional ‘Education... 


A thorough education is mot only an 
aid but an actual necessity in running 
& department store, according to Peroy 
8. Straus, head of R. H. Macy &. Co. 
and ‘President of the New York Dry 
Goods. Association, The largest of’ re- 
tail mercantile institutions he. compares 
to a community, and ‘its succéssful, op~- 
eration requires sociological as well as 
merchandise experts and scientific man- 
agers. 

‘“Phose of. us wieo are active ,in the 
management .of department stores,’ 
Says Mr. ‘Straus, ‘‘are at the throttle 
of one of the, most delicaté’ machines 
that has been developed by modern 
commerce. By virtue of the number of 
differing daily transactions, .each one 
of which involves the independent ac-" 
tivity of many employes, the proper 
supervision of its detail requires as 
much study and training as the profes- 
sions whose followers. are. expected to 
hold university degrees. And, as each 
of the transactions involves a number 
of points of ‘contact with the store's 
patrons, each presents many possible 
points of friction; to dvoid which is a 
scientific study. 

“In fact, the conduct of a department 
store has developed from old-time store- 
keeping to a point at which a thorotgh 
education is not only an aid but an 
actual necessity.. Today we must be, 
among other things, merchandise ex- 
ports, _ Scientific ae and socioio- 
gists, 

The Welfare Work. 

Scientific knowledge of. sotial condi- 
tions is .required in ‘dealing with {ne 
community of employes of a department 
store, no less than in serving the pub- 
lic. Mr; Straus points out that welfare 
work,. now organized in most depart- 
ment stores, is not a discovery but a 
cevelopment of good management, just 
as. are the parcel conveyors which col-

In its first 
development it showed itself in pleasant 
lunchrooms and sanitafy locker rooms. 
Since then it has grown to include 
many of vr activities of a well-equipped 
Y improved by the personal 
touch of Sincatkatic workers,

Attacks Unjustified. 


“Just as the village store is the cen- 
tre in. which the dwellers in small com- 
munities forégather in largest numbers, 
so is the department store the place 
which, in the. course of a day, week, 
month, “and year, attracts the biggest 
crowds of any institution in the larger 


citi¢és. The department store stands for 

big business, and is subject to the at- 
tacks of both the well-meaning en- 
thusiast and the muckraker.- Most -of 
such attacks are unjustified. Some are 
based on conditions that crop up in any 
rapidly’ developing industry. Criticism 
is the penalty of prominence, and being
